the examination of a citizen of his nation in a military 
proceeding, notwithstanding that he ha@ been notifiedby 
said authority that it did not recognize his .competence: 
or att®@ibutions in the capacity of commercial agent to 
exercise ang action of a diplomatic character as that 
interposed by said efficer,who alleges in support, the 
sanction of the Government of Spain of the 2ist October 
last,in the matter. 

In consequence thereof, and with respect te what is 
asked of you under the same date by reason of the similar 
case occurred with another commercial agent of the Republic 
you so worthily represent in this Island,and the resolu- 
tion cited in his support by said official not having the 
range which he endeavors to attribute to it, 3 eam now 
under the necessity of repeating my request that you be 
pleased to order the aforesaid Agent at Cardenas,to abstain 
from continuing to make his unwarranted claims,as such 
action is not compatible with the functions of his office. 


And in view of the fact that the cases are frequent 


in which such funetionaries perform acts of a diplomatic 
character,for which this Government cannot recognize in 


them any authority whatever, I. beg that you will be pleased

Castellanes, a Cuban residing in the eutskirts ef an inland 
village, Santes, situated en the’ Sagua la Chice river, tied 
and after battering him with the machete almest te uneensci® 
usness threw him in thé river, witnessing cemplacently, his 
death by drewning. That night his sens, aged frem 14 te 22, 
increased the Insurgent ranks 4. 


I knew Mr. Castellanes and feund him te be in intelligence 


and in mest respects, abow@ the average Cuban. His sele crime 


was that a brether in law ef his was a chief in the insurrec 


tien. 

On the [Oth inst, the lecal guerillas ef Cifuentes, . 
a R.R. tewn IO miles frem Sagua with Lt. Cel. Jerra‘s

This was teld te me this day by the members ef the “Guards" he 
had captured. 

Yesterday merning it was telegraphed and telephened 
frem all directiens, that Gemez With 5000 men had encamped 
en the "Saretesa"estate, but I5 miles frem Sagua. Whether he 
was at that particular spot, I knew net, but I de knew he was 
semewhere near that distance frem Sagua, 

48 heurs has elapsed and net a seldier has been sent eut in 
pursuit ef the Chief ef the Insurgent army. An efficers reply 
te my querry, why he was not pursued, was “It is net Gemez 
but a chief whe is Gemez's deuble". 

The feregeing are true, and can be verified. There are 
many ether similar cases reperted, but I deubt if mech ef it 
is true. 

This has been the daily er weekiy reutine fer the past 
4 menths. 

With the ceming ef General Weyler, came the guerilla 


erganizatiens. Their methed is te bring the rebellien te an

end by slaying all Cubans, whether in arms er nen-cembatants 
This atrecieus pelicy dees net seem te areuse the Rebel's te 
any greater efferts. te end the war, ner dees it enkindle 


any greater resentment ameng them aginst the Spaniards. 


They centinue their pelicy ef aveiding epen fighting, 


relying upen harassing the Spaniards.

row York, came to this office. They reported that they came to the 
sland on the steamer "Laurkda", and joined the Insurgents; but 
aving become tired of. the service, had been given permission by 
he Insurgent officer's to leave their lines; having done this, 
they presented themselves to the Spanish Officer in command at 
Nuevitas, that being the nearest Spanish position to the section 
they were serving in at that time. Reing regarded by the Spanish 
Officials as men who had barbies the Insurgent cause they were 
not incarcerated, but went to Mr. Adan, the Yice Commercial Agent 
of the United States at Nuevitas, @sking him to assist them in 
getting out of the relent: Being in a destitute condition, no money 
and miserably clad; Mr. Adan, from his own private means, paid 
their passage to this point. 

I transmit herewith a copy of his note to me on the subj ect. 


I sueceeda@jin getting then health certificates, pass-ports and 


passeges to New York on the steamer leaving that day. 


I presume it was inconveinent for the Commercial Acent at 
vuevitas to furnish transportation for such cases from his private 
means, and it was not agreeable to me, to make a personal request 
of the Steam Ship Officials, to transport free of cost, destitute 
American citizens. 

I simply desire to present the matter to you in case, if a 
remedy can be suggested, it can be applied to similar cases in the

States who might not have so registered, or,as the American 
Secretary of State expressed it to the Spanish Minister at 
Washington, the “status of a foreigner is under international 
"law inherent and neither created nor destroyed by Cuban law".

Mrs .Teresa Casanova de Vidal,and Mrs.Rosario 
Casanova de la Piedra,both widows and citizens of the United 
States,and registered in that Consulate General and also in 
the General Government of this Ysland as such,appear before

That they have a large amount of their property,in 
fact the sum of $80,000.invested in certain ground rents 
("censos") on lands situated in the judicial districts of 
Cardenas and Colon.- That by reason of the ruin caused by 
the armed rebellion now existing in this Ysland,the Governor 
General has under date of May 15 last,issued a decree,of 
which a copy i8 annexed,by which decree the revenues of 
ground rents as well as of other property,are not considered 
due until the 30 of April of 1897: wherefore the debtors or 
tenants,taking advantage of said decree,refuse to make pay- 
ment of the amounts due by them to your petitioners,and it 
is not possible to enforce their payment,because the courts 
of justice will not proceed in any claim whatever presented 
before them. 

Consequently,by reason of the rebellion aforesaid,and 
of the decree which owes its origin thereto,we find ourselves 
deprived of the products of our properties,and without any 
legal recourse to enforce payment thereof: and therefore,as 
we do not consider that we can thus be deprived of our ac- 
Qtired rights and the protection of the law in force,we ap- 
peal to you as the representative of our nation,to lay before 
this Gowernment,the right we have to the recourse of action 


granted us by law,or else to the corresponding indemnity for

I will add that this subject has been a matter er 
considerable cerrespendence with this Censulate General, 
and letters have been received by the Department from persons 
in Habana unknown te this effice. Cepies ef several were 
sent you in Instruction Ne.24,July 3. 

It is believed that frauds were committed by having 
the same passport papers returned and used again, without 
the intervention of either Consulate, interested parties using 
chemicals te erase and change dates,names, etc. Fer that 
reason the Chinese Consul General, (as reported te the De-~ 
partment in your No.45,July 9th, ) requested you net te 
vise any passports but such as were issued by him during 
the current year,and took other precautions by the use ef 
an indenting stamp, neutral tinted paper sensitive te chemi- 
cals,and ether means,te insure against the fraudulent use 
ef eld passports,etc. The increased number ef chinese 
leaving Cuba is due te the present Condi Cien ef the affairs 
ef the Island.

is applicable to those who actually revolted in arms,with 
regard to those who did rot,it is of more immediate appli- 
cation, because what covers the greater,covers the least. 

In corsideration of your irtelligerce ard erergy, 
I had expected you would have regotiated for my libera- 
tior with the Captair Gereral,upor that basis,which is 
strictly just;that you would have asked him to apply in my 
case the gereral dispositior which referred to the revolu- 
tiorists in arms who would surrerder to the authorities, 
orm the grourds stated before,viz: that I did less thar 
they,not havirg ariser in arms,but havirg beer arrested 
in my house,before the execution of ary hostile act.

With a view to a settlemert of future cortroversies 
involved ir the case of the Americar citizer,Mr.Samuel T. 
Tolor,I have the horor to submit the followirg statemert 
corfirmirg my previous brief official declaratiors or the 
subject. 

This. citizer came from Carderas to this city for the 
purpose of going to New York;safter he was here a few days 
he obtaired - ean this office his passport,which was duly 
placed ir the office of the Regioral Goverror where it re- 
maired urder the usual regulations for 24 hours,ard at the 
expiratior of that time was duly visaed,thus placing Mr. 
Tolor in a positior,by official sanction, to depart in the 
regular marrer from this Island. 

Urder the forms here it is recessary for a passerger 
to have his name placed ir the regular passerger list two 
hours previous to the sailing of the steamer; but failirg 
in this,the privilege exists to get his rame placed upor 
what is termed a supplemertary passenger list,which is 
gererally completed ar hour before sailirg. Mr.Tolor 
reached the office of the agerts of the Ward steamship 
Company too late to get his rame put or the first passer- 
ser list,but was duly errolled in the supplemertary list, 
ard wernt or board with his baggage. ‘ 

When the roll is completed the passenger gives up to 
the steamer's agert his papers,who ir turr hards them to 


the proper officer of the harbor police. This persor ther 


Be 
goes or board of the steamer ard a few momerts before said 


Steamer departs gives the passports of the passergers to 


the purser of the steamer,ard the latter returns said pass- 
ports to passengers wher he takes up their tickets. 

Or the third of September about ter minutes previous 
to the departure of the Ward Lire Steamer "Sereca",the har- 
bor inspector of police arrested Mr.Tolor ir the smokirg 
room of the steamer,just before he returred the passports 
to the purser; producirg ro warrart or other paper direct- 
ing him to make the arrest or givirg Mr.Tolor ir ary form 
the rature of the charges agairst him,but compellirg him 
to leave the steamer with him,ard corveyirg him to the po- 
lice statior ir this city where he was placed "*ircomurnicado",- 

The first ter days of his cornfiremert he was kept or 
the interior porch of the court yard urder guard of armed 
sertirels; after that,ramely,on the 135th.of September he 
was throwr irto a small,filthy cell whose dimersiors,I am 
informed,were about 6 by 12 feet. There he was kept ir sol- 
itary sonfinenert,and was rot allowed the privilege possese- 
ed by other prisorers in similar situation of readirg ard 
writing,ard of course beirg "incomurnicado" he could hold ro 
intercourse with ary ore. 

Mr.Tolor represerts this horrid cell as beirg so hot 
he was obliged to remair most of the time without ary clothes 
or,ir a raked corditior,ard for the first five days the cell 
was rot cleared and became so offensive from the smell that 
he was obliged to put his head day and right most of the 
time as far as possible out of the single,small barred wir- 


dow. He was taker out ard placed ir the porch he formerly 


occupied,but was rot placed in conmuricatior ror allowed 
to see those who desired to see him urtil 24 hours before 
his release, 


Previous to receivirg your cable despatch,dated the 


25th.instart,citing the case of Prarcisco Carrillo (Foreigr 
Relations of the U.S.,1995,part 2rd.,page 1220) I had asked 


Se 
the Captair Gereral,ir a persoral interview as well as ir ar 
official communication, to release Mr.Tolor or the condition 
that he leave the Islard. Gereral Weyler uel asserted 
to my proposition previous to my commuricatior of the 24th. 
instart,in which I demanded that Mr.Tolor be immediately 
tried according to law or that he be released at orce ard 
in which,as I have said,I cited the Carrillo case. As Mr. 
Tolor /.sternded to leave the Islard ir any evert, ard ary 
other course might have subjected him to lorger imprisor- 
mernt,with perhaps a doubtful result,I thought it would be 
better to accept a conditioral offer of release rather thar 
insist upor ar urcorditional offer,or its alterrative,a 
speedy trial ir accordarce with the law. I claimed that 
Mr.Tolor*s arrest was ir violation of Article 48 of the

Gereral Weyler or the other hard claims that the pass- 
port end other papers of Mr.Tolor recessary for his depart- 
ure were still ir the hards of the police officer ard had 
rot beer transferred to the purser at the momert of his ar- 
rest,ard that,therefore,his beirg a passerger was rot ar 
accomplished fact,that at the time,he was subjected to de- 
tertior ard rot regular arrest arnd,therefore,ro warrart was 
necessary,ard,firally,that there was a state of war here, 
which susperded the Spanish Corstitutior ard laws. Irn this 
way Gereral Weyler arswered my protest against this viola- 
tior of said laws,and my assertior that a state of war or 
a state siege,did rot interfere with the original rights of

sworr declared and stated.as follows:

That his ramé is SAMUEL T.TOLON,a native of this Islard; 
ard a citizer of the United States, havirg beer naturalized ir 
the Court ef Commor Pleas for the City ard County of New York 
or September Sth, 1678, ard duly registered ir this Corsulate 
Gereral urder number 3682,0r October 18th, 1878; that he is a 
merchart,established in Cardenas, Cuba, since the year 1890 , enged 
ergaged ir the molasses, boilirg,warehouse, lumber and céal yard, 
lighterage ard gereral shipping ard ocnthabhiee business; that 
he is married,is 40 years of agejand that he is a taxpayer te 
the Sparish Goverrmert, 

That or the morning of the first of September, 1896 ,he left 
Cardenas for this city by the @teamer "Narciso Deulefeu" with 
the irtertior of leavirg for the United States or business; 
that having exclusively devoted himself to his business afore- 
said he apprehended ro irterruption whatsoever corrected in ary 


way with the presert disturbed state of affairs in this Island; 


that he arrived at Habara or the evering of thé same day and on ‘ 


the following,namely,the 2rd day of September,1896,he appeared 


at this Consulate Gereral of the United States for the purpsese

of obtairirg the necessary passpert er papers for leaving this 
Island; that 4 passport ir the usual form was issued to him by 
this Consulate Gereral of the United States,which was taker to 
the office of the Goverror of the Westerr Regier of the Island 
of Cuba ard of the Provirce of Habana, the eraper authority to 
visa such passports; that the aforesaid documertg remained ir 
the office of the said authority under the regulatiers at pre- — 
sert ruling in this Island,the preper time,ard was duly visaed, | 
thus enabling the deperert to obtain his passage fer the United 
States; that or the 3rd day of Séptember,1696,he repaired to — 
the office of Messre.Hidalgo ard Compary,agerts in this city 

of the "New York ard Cuba Mail Steamship Lire",where he duly 
obtained his pentane ticket for New York per steamer “Sereca", 
which was to sail that afterroon; that about 4p.m. of the 

same day,rnamély,the 3rd of September aforesaid he proceeded on 
board the "Sereca"*ir the steam laurch of Messrs.Hidalgo and 
Compary acceomparied by other gertlemer,amorg them the steamer : 
clerk ef the said agerts ef the said steamship Compary; that 
shortly after his arrival on board,with the proper passage 
ticket in his pogsessior,ard his baggage already on board ad- 
mitted in preserce of the usual Sparish police ard customs 
officers on guard at the vessel's gargway; and about ten 

minutes before the departure of the steamer the inspector of 
police of the Habara harbor,who at the head of his officers 

had called the ramés of the passergers from the smokirg room 

of the steamer,leavirg that of the deporert for the last, ap- 


proached the deporent ard arrested him in the said smoking 


room; that the said police officer produced ro warrart or other 


paper directirg him to make the arrest or gave the deponert

the day previeus,Sunday,the 20th,he was allowed an interview ; 
with the United States Censul Gereral,whd,however,was rot per- 
mitted te visit him in his cell,but he was taker into the : 
preserce of the Chief ef Police,that the Corsul assured himof | 
his sympathy ard that he was doing every thing possible under 2 
the instructions of the Department ef State, te ebtair his re-. a 
lease; that he declared te the Consul Gereral that he had no 
knowledge of the cause of his arrest or of the charges against 
him; that he had ro correction whatever with revolutionary 
matters, or any participation therewith in the slightest de- 
gree ard desired to be released, ever if expelled from the 
Island; the rext day the 2lst,he was taker out of the cell and 
placed in the porch he formerly occupied; but he was rot yet 


placed in communicatior,nor allowed to see those who desired to

see him, tor sped te ary one until 24 hours before his release, 
Which took place on the 28th of September,1696, upor the re- 
pies? of the U,S,Gonsul General, who obtained it from the Geman 
Governér and Céptair upor the condition that he should leave 

by the first steamer le@virg for the United States. 


AND this deporert does sdlemrly PROTEST agairst the 
iosses and damages éustained by him ig his personal ard busi- 
eyes interests, am@ to his hgalth caused by his long urwarrarted 
and unjust imprisonment, andsexpulsior from the Island; and 
deth declare as a citizen of the United States, that the rights 
asgured him by Treaty have beer violated in his case,as well 
as the #e¥eral correspording articles of the Code of Criminal 
Drccatilve tnabuuch as by treaty betweer the United States and 
Spain,@rd specially the Protocol ef Jaruary 12th,1877,he was 
amenable only to the ordirary civil jurisdictier. 

THEREFORE, he considers himself as entitled to receive ar 
indemnity from the Spanish Geverrment, for the loss and damage 
to his person and business interests as SfGresaid ard the pre- 
jgudice t@ hig health erd jeopardy 6f his Life, caused as hereir 
before sét rorth, and a€6th estimate the same in the sum of 
ONE HUNDRED ar@ FIPTY THOUSAND DOLLARS,in Americar gold,with 
interést thereon until time of paymert, and doth hereby make 
foymel demand and vleim apes the said Sparish Geverrmert for 
the anéurt @f eatd irdedrity ied euch further relief as may be 
accorted him in the premises.
